WASHINGTON — Jay Anderson 
warned a House panel Thursday that 
Forest Service cabin fees arc becommg so 
outrageous that be and other cabin owners 
in the Sawtooth National Reoeation Area 
could be forced from the lands they've 
enjoyed for decades. 

Rep. Bob Smith, R-Orc., said fees on ca^ 
ins will skyrocket from 100 to 500 percent 
for cabin owners in the Sawtooth becaux 
of a new round of Forest Service 
oppiaisals. 

“These fee increoses do oot appear to be 
fair," said Smith, who chairs the House 
' - Agriculture Cooimitzee. 

The Forest Service appraises the coun- 
. try’s 15,200 lots every 20 years at a $30 mil- 
lion cost, according to Ihclma Strong, of 
the U6. Forest Service. Forest Serriee offl- 
cials toid the panel they are simply 
iqppraising the cabins at fair matket value. 

Anderson, a member of the ^wcooth 
Forest Cabin Owners Association, said the 
~price't 0 ‘keep'bis cabin through the nmet 
appraisal is excessive. 

The Forest St^ice appraised his cabin 
fee at $ 2 , 5 00 for 1999. That figure is a 625 
percent increase from the $4ra fee oa his 
rahin thisyeoT.

LeRoy Schweitzer 
was ‘boideriine 
— geniusVdisillusioned- 

BILUNCS, Mont. (AP) — 
Montana Freemen LeRoy 

Schweitzer was a “borderline 
genius” with a photographic 
memory, but he was disillu- 
sioned and believed the g orero- 
mcnt stole the American dream 
from hitrt, an FBI inftamant testi- 
fied Thursday. 

Dale Jakes gave federal jurors 
an up<Ioseand-personal look at 
the four top Freemen during 
their stay in a Bull Mountains 
cabin in 199S. Called by the 
defense over pretests of ftda^ 
prosecutois, Jakes* answers were 
slow and cautious. 

Schweitzer often quoted accu- 
rately and at Ii-nEth fiom numer- 
ous books at the cabin, Jakes 
said. 

“He never seemed to forget 
anything. _ Me was always think- 
ing." 

However, “He s eem ed to thin It 
he had had a firm grip on the 
American dream and fdl it had 
been taken away from him." 
Schweitzer had lost a business 
- and a home in his d« p u ti» s with - 
the gm-ernment, Jakes said. 

“He made several references 
he had given up all in his pursuit 
of his beliefs," Jakes said. 

Jakes and his wife, Connie, 
spent five months as Freemen 
insiders in 1995 when

in Skurdal’s 
large house in 
the Bull

north of 

court the couple arc still in hid- 
ing and have received death 
thmts. 

Daniel Petersen was “a pretty 
nice guy," Jakes testified. “He 
bad a genuine concern for chil- 
dren, and he loved his family 
very much.” 

But when Jakes mentioned the 
children lolled in the Oklahoma 
City bombing, he recalled, 
Petersen commented, “In war 
people die.” 

Jacobi, a former Canadian 
police officer, was interesting, 
“tough to get close to.” and 
meticulous about his grooming 
even after months of living in the 
mountain cabin. Jokes added:' 
“He was articulate, seemed to be 
educated — and angry.” ' 

Jakes said Skurdal “was a lit- 
tle pec^ar at^mes, f^ng in__ 
and out.r Skurdal could be 
touchy about his kitchen stove 
and sometimes “downright 
grouchy.” The other three throt- 
ened several times to leave 
Skurdal’s cabin because of his 
moodiness. 

A forensic psychiatrist testi- 


fied that Skurdal underwent a 
mdicol personality change after 
a severe head injury in a 
Wyoming oilfield accident in 

_1983 

Skurdal had built a shining 
career in the Marine Corps, 
including service in the White 
House for Richard Nixon and 
Gerald Ford, and rose to the 
rank of sergeant, said Dr. 
William Stratford of Missoula. 
But the head injury left him wi^ 
untreatahle problems of speech, 
concentration and mcmoiy and 
unable to think abstractly. 

Skurdal was left obsessive and 
vulnerable to outside pressures, 
Stratford said. Skurd^ spent a 
long convalescence at the home 
of a brother who had strong 
ideas about government, he said. 

Prosecutor James Seykora 
asked only one question: “Did 
Skurdal still have the capacity to 
form on intent to dc^ud?” 

“Yes,” Stratford replietL 
The Freemen were waging a 
war to disassociate themselves 
totally from American govern- 
ment and set up their own nation 
within a nation, Jakes said. 
Schweitzer told Freemen 
that democracy was “demon- 
ocracy,” be said.

Jakes and sev- 
eral other witnesses said the 
Freemen never expressed doubts 
about the validity of Schweitzer's 
financial instniments and never 
indicated they were trying to 
commit fraud.

BOISE (AP) — The U.S. 
Environmental Agmc>‘ 

has ordered a company to start 
cleaning up a mine tailings pile 
which collapsed in 1997, washing 
tons of chemicals into the hfiddle 
Fodc of the Boise River. 

Thursday’s administrative 
order directs Monarch 
Greenback, LLC, lo stabilize a 
collapsed tailing pile near the 
Talawe Mine and prevent fur- 
ther sediment and neavy-metaJ 
p oll u tion into the riv er. 

“This order wjU guarantee that 
the necessary cleanup action 


moves forward this summer,” 
said Michael Gcarheard, regional 
EPA Superfund cleanup chief. 
“We share the state of Idaho’s 
concern that the Talache site 
poses a si^ificant risk to the 
Middle Font of the Boise and the 
community of Atlanta.” 

Monarch has five days to 
respond by providing the EPA 
with a w ri tt e n notice of its intent 
to comply with the order. It also 
must submit a work plan describ- 
ing bow it will remove the waste. 

The failure on May 15, 1997, 
released an estimated 30,000 


cubic yards of tailings, containing 
arsenic, cadmium, lead, xnercuzy 
and other nxdc chemicals.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska - Three 
people, including two former 
^gic Valley residents, dromted 
in an icy lake three weeks ago 
after trying to flee from two griz- 
zly bears, local authorities said. 

Joseph J. Mucgel, 21, his wife, 
Amanda Muegcl, 18, and his step- 
brother Evan D. Sims, 7, were 
found dead at Chena Lakes near 
North Pole, Alaska. Authorities 
searched for them when they 
didn’t return from a Memorial 
Day fisliing trip. 

Joseph Mucgel was born in 
Twin Falls in 1976, and Sims was 
born in Jerome in 1991. Both 
-have- family members living in 
the Ma^c Valley. 

The MucgcLs liad been married 
three weeks when they took Sims 
fishing May 25, ^Vlien two bears

Yet very few businesses — 1 
to 3 percent of the survey 
respondents — said they 
would eliminate coverage if 
costs increasediEight to 9 per- 
cent of the 800 who 

responded to the survey by the 
Kaiser-Harvard Program on 
the Public and Health/Sodal 
PoUqt said they would pass the 
entire cost on to employees.

Not surprisingly, the study 
found that the companies that 
paid the best wages — white-
